A PKOCL A3IATION. 

W hereas s convenlion for the adjustment of 
claims of citizens of the United .States of Amor- 
ica upon the (Government of the .Mexican Re- 
public, was concluded and signed at WHsliington 
on the eleventh day of April, in the year o* our 
Lord, one thousand eight hundred nnd thirty- 
nin?, which convention, being in the Eng‘hh 
and Spanish languages, is word for word as fol- 
lows: 

Conx'ention for the adjustment of cluims of cit- 
izens of the United sStates of America upon 
the (jovernmenf of the Mexican Republic. 
Whereas a convention for the adjustment of 
claims of citizens of the United States upon the 
Government of the .Mexican Republic was con- 
cluded and signed at Washington on the lOtli 
day of September, 1838, which convenlion was 
not ratined on the part of the Mexic.in (iovern- 
tnent, on the alleged ground that tiic consent of 
His Majesty the King of Prussia to provide an 
arbitrator to act in the case provided by said 
conrention could not be obtained: 

And whereas the parties to said convention 
arc still, and equally, desirous of terminating 
the discussions which have taken place between 
them in respect to said claims, ori.ting from in- 
jurie.s to the persons and property of citizens of 
the United Stales by Mexican authorities, in a 
manner equity advantageous to the citizensof 
the United States, by whom said injuries have 
been sustained, and more convenient to Mexico 
than that provided by said convention: the Pre 
•ident '^f the United States has named for this 
purpose, and furnished with full powers, John 
ror^ltli, Secretary of State of the said United 
6 tat* s{ and the President of the Mexican Re- 
public has named his excellency Senor Don Fran- 
cisco Pizarro .Martin»*z, accredited as Envoy 
Extraordinary and iMinistcr Plenipotentiary of 
the Mexican Republic to the United States, and 
has furnished him with full powers for the same 
purpose: And the said plcnipotcntiarios, have 

Agreed upon and concluded the following arti- 

cles: 

ARTICI E r. 

It is agreed that all claims of citizens of the 
United ‘States upon the .Mexican Government, 
Blatements of which, soliciting the interposition 
of the Government of the Untied Slates, have 
been presented to the Department of Stale or to 
the diplomatic agent of the United States at 
Mexico until the signature of this convention, 
shall be referred to four commissioners, who 
shall form a hoard, and be appointed in thj? fol 
lowin" nintmcr, namely: two commissioners shall 
be appointed by the President of the United 
Siat^:?, by and with ilic advice and consent of 
the Senate thereof, and two comm’ 6 sioncA''s by 
the President of tlic Mexican Republic. The 
Bald commissioners, so appointed, sliall bo sworn 
impartially to examine and decide upon th^* 
Aaid chtims according to such evidence as shall 
be Hid before them on the part of the United 
States and the Mexican Republic respectively. 

ARVICI.E II 

Th" mid board shall have two sccrctaric?, 
Verged in the Imglish and Spanish languages; 
one to . appointed by the President of the 
United States, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Scn:»tc thereof, and the other by the 
President of ihe Mexican Republic. And the 
«aid secretaries shall bo sworn faitbfnlly to dis- 
chnrg*' their duly in that capacity 

ARTICLE III. 

The said board shall meet in the city of 
Washington within three months after the ex- 
chan«-c of the ratifications of this convention, 
Reid uitliiiv eighteen months from tlio time^ of 
its melting shall terminate its duties, 'f he Sec- 
retary of :^talo of tiic United Stales shall, im- 
mediately after the exchange of tin; ratificalionr 
of this cimvenlion, give notice of the time of 
the meeting of the said board, to be published in 
two nevrspapers in Washington, and in such 
other papers aa he m ly think proper. 

ARTICLE IV. 

All doouments which now are in, or hereafter, 
duriuj the continuance of the commission con- 
ulilul'd by this convention, may come into the 
po.'‘ 9 'Ssion of the Dcparlnicnl of Slate of the 
United Stales, in relation to llie aforesaid claims, 
rival! be delivered to the board. Ihe Mexican 
Govi'S'iimcnt shall furnish all .such documenlB 
and explanations as maybe in their possession, 
for the adjustment of the said claims according 
to the principles of justice, the law of nations, 
RTjd tlio sliptilations of the treaty of amity and 
commerce between the United states and Mex 
ICO of the 5th of April, 1831; and the said docu- 
mciits to be specified w hen demanded at the in- 
Btancrof the said coinmissioncts. 

ARTICLE V. 

Thf said commis.^loncrs shall, by a report un- 
der ihcir hands nnd seals, decide upon the jus- 
tice of llio t*aid claims and the amount ol com- 
pen'itton, if an} , duo from the Mexican Govern- 
mcul in each case- 

article VI. 

It b agreed that if it should not be convenient 
for the ^Mexican Government to pay ul once the 
amoiinl so found due, it shall be at liberty, im- 
medi.itcly after the decisions in the several eases 
ehali 11 1 VC taken place, to issue 'I’p usury notes, 
receivable at the ii.aritimc custom houses ol 
the Pscimblic in payment of any duties wh:ch 
mav h* due or impoved at said custom-houses up 
•ng.^ods entered for importation or exportation: 
said Tvi:n6ury notes to bear interest at the rate 
of per centum per annum Irorn the date 

•f the atxord on the claim in in^yment of which 
ssid Tr-asury note* shall have been is.siicd until 
Ihnt f their receipt at tlie Mexican custom 
Urn.**- r-nl as the presentation and receipt of 
said ;r *..Miry notes at said custom houses 



large amounts might bo inconvenient to the Mex- 
ican Government, it is further agreed that, in 
such ease, the obligation of said (iovernment to 
receive them in |>uyinent of duties, as above 
stated, may be limited to one-half the amount 
of said duties. 

ARTICLE vir. 

It is further agreed that in the event of the 
commissioners dilVering in relation to the afore 
said claims, they sliall, jointly or severally, draw 
up a report stating, in detail, the points on 
which they differ, and the grounds upon which 
their respective opinions have been formed.^ 
And it is agreed that the said report or reports, 
with authenticated copicsof all documents upon 
which they may be founded, shall be referred to 
the decision of His Majesty the King of Prussia. 
Put as the documents relating to the aforc.said 
claims arc so voluminous that it cannot be ex- 
pected Ills Prus.sian Majesty w’ould be willing 
or able personally to investigate them, it isa- 
grecd that he shall appoint a person to act as an 
arbiter in his behalf; that (he person so appointed 
shall proceed to Washington; that his travelling 
expenses to that city and from thence on hi.«» re- 
turn to his residence tn Prussia, shall be defrayed, 
one half by the United States and one half by 
the Alcxican Republic; and that he shall receive 
as a compensation for his services a sura equal 
to one half of the compensation that may be 
allowed by the Lnilcd States to one of thccom- 
mi.ssioners to be appointed by tlicm, added to 
one half the compensation that may be allowed 
by the .Me.\ican Government to one of the com- 
missioners to be appointed by it. And the com- 
pensation of such arbiter shall be paid, one half 
by the United States and one hall by the iMcx- 
ican Government. 

ARTICLE VIII, 

Immediately after the signature of this con- 
vention, the plenopotenliarics of the contracting 
parties (both being thereunto competently au- 
thorizcrl) shall, hy a joint note, addressed to the 
Minister for Foreign Afluirsol His Majesty the 
King of Prussia, to bo delivered by the minister 
of the United 8 tates at lierlin, invite the said 
monarch to appoint an umpire to net in his be- 
half in the manlier above mentioned, in case 
this convention shall be ratified re*peclivelv by 
the Governments of the United States and Mex- 
ico. 
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ARTICLE IX- 

It is agreed that in tlie event of His Pru.^jsian 
Majesty’s declining to appoint an umpire to act 
in his behalf, as aloresaid, the contracting par- 
ties, on being informed thereof, shall without 
delay, invite Her llritannic Majesty, and in case 
of her dcclinicg. His .Majesty the King of the 
Netherlands, to appoint an umpire to act in 
their behalf, respectively, as above provided. 

ARTICLE .X. 

And the contracting parties further engage to 
consider the decision of such umpire to be final 
and conclusive on all matters so referred. 

ARTICLE XI. 

I’or an}*^ sums of money whicli the umpire 
shall find due to citizens of the Ignited States by 
the iMexiean Government, Treasury notes shall 
be issued in the manner aforementioned. 

ARTICLE XII. 

And the United Slates agree forever to cx- 
onorate the .Mexican Government from any 
further accountability for claims which shall 
either he rejected by the board of the arbiter 
aforesaid, or which, hemg allow'cd by either, 
sliall be provided for by the said Government in 
the manner before mentioned. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

And it is agreed that each Government .shall 
provide compensation for the commissioners and 
secretary to be appointed by it; and that the con- 
tingent expenses of the board shall be defrayed, 
one moiety by the United States and one moiety 
by the Mexican Republic. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

'^hc convention «-hall be ratified, and the rati- 
fications thereof shall be cxchangcdat Washing- 
ton within twelve months Irom the signature, 
or sooner if possible. 

In faith whereof, we, the plenipotentiaries of 
the U. States of America and of the Mexican 
Republic, have signed and sealed these pre- 
sents. 

Done in the city of Washington, on the eleventh 
day of April, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hunded and thirty nine, in the 
sixty-third year of the independence of (he 
United States of America and the l9th of that 
of the Mexican Republic.

\\ o have been favored by some unknown 
friend with the following most important docu- 
ment. which clearly discloses the objects and 
designs of the (Dpposilion in making Gen. Har- 
rison their candidate for the Presidency, as well 
as the means by which his nomination was pro 
cured from the Harrisburg Convention.

Ghio, drove him home to Aslilnnd in despair. 
The full elections completed the triumph of the 
grealineasiircsof Mr VanBurrn’sadministration, 
and by demonstrating that those measures were 
and would conlinuo to be sustained, it was also 
shown that .Mr. (’lay, a high tarifl', internal im- 
provements, and a National Bank, would no 
lonj»er meet with the encouragement and support 
of the .American people In many parts of the 
Union, the Federalist* give up the contest in 
despair, and every where it was admitted that 
Mr. Van Huron had triumphed, and that his suc- 
cess in the next contest was certain.

anti-masonic circular. 

Here is the Circular, togellicr with the letter 
of Mr. Bloodgood: 

Albany, Oct. 23, 1830. 

To the Kditor of the Sangamon Jouimal: 

Dear Sir: — I send you (confide.ntially) a cir- 
cular which is circulating here, and is producing 
great cfiect. Air. Clay cannot possibly get this 
.State, or New England. Our only hope is in 
Gen. Harrison, who is perfectly unexceptionable, 
and has no seiious opposition tuJiim on any pos- 
sible ground. The leaders do not feel, perhaps, 
as sure of gctlii g paid for their services with 
him as with other candidates who have implied- 
ly come into their views. But we can make a 
glorious rally umicr his banner, and reach the 
hearts of the peo ple with his services and vir- 
tues. Gen. Scott has been pushed by a few An 
ti-( lay men, but it is all nonsense- I send you 
a pamphlet, which is also circulating here, and 
which shows tliiit no Jackson men on lintoiiiaiis 
can or will support him. 'I'hc great point now 
is to have the public voice indicate a profcrence, 
or there may be fatal mistakes made at Harris- 
burg. 1 urn the Chairman of the Slate Central 
Committee of Young Men, but di not speak of- 
ficially .

“Dear Sir: — The peculiar crisis in which the 
Whig party is placed, and the circumstance of 
iny connection by means of an c.xlensive politi- 
cal correspondence, with many of the purest and 
most patriotic of our fellow-citizens in other 
States, induce me to address you at this time, in 
relation to the Presidential question. And first, 
let me avow' mvself as the warm, devoted, per- 
sonal friend of .Mr. Clay, and an unqualified ad- 
mirer of his talents and services. 1 believe ho 
deserves to be President of the United States, 
above all our other candidates, and yet, w ith all 
these admissions, I cannot but consider his pros- 
pect at present a hopeless one. W c have lost 
three years in contests about men, and the tide 
of victory carrying us no where, except into the 
eddies formed by »»pposing sections, or upon the 
barren beach of useless controversy, scemseb- 
bing to leave us there, t ho Whig parly, b ing 
an intelligent and intellectual class, must neces- 
sarily do iis own thinking; and with thought 
comes a variety of opinions, and with variety, 
want of unity and concord. '1 his is our predic- 
ament and our danger. If we were united, we 
should be formidable to the enemies of our coun- 
try; but, alas! we are beaten in detail. Let us 
apply this fact to the choice of candiHates. Mr. 
Cay’s political course, and lonj conflicts 
portions of his fcllow-citizen?, have rendered 
him liable to warm opposition, personal hatred, 
and unjust prejudice. Is it the part ol sagacious 
men to venture against such odds? ith a ina 
jority of the 81 Hes against us, is it prudent to 
ri-k every thing left ns? Our party leaders want 
sagacity, or, as I prefer styling it, philosophy.—- 
They act as if mankind w-cre always actuated 
by the best motives, and that the holding up an 
abstraci truth, is the pledge of victory. Not so. 
Nations, like individuals, often rush blindly to 
ruin, from passion, prejudice, ambition, and 
many other causes. It is in vain to oppose their 
will when they take a particular bias. I hey 
who attempt it are sacrificed, and thus history 
tells us, with its minority page of the downfall 



of patriots vainly strugglingagainft their erring 
countrymen, and finally of the downfall of the 
ma.sse.s themselves. 'Fhis is the law- of nature 
and the will of Frovidence. Let us also npply 
this fact to politics. We cannot expect perfec- 
tion in the people at large; we can only rely on 
their general good intentions, sustained by t 
consciousness that their own interests individu- 
ally. arc at stake with those of the mass. When 
they are right in the main, it is as much as we 
should expect. We cannot hope that they will 
cease to be men in order to please us. In this 
krrnw ledge consists the tact of the Administra- 
tion party. They studiously seek to know' the 
pumic will, and they follow it long enough to 
profit by its force and j>ow'cr. How adroitly they 
availed themselves of the popularity of Jack- 
son. By bad measures they have lost much of 
ilsadvantage, and by prosecuting such a scheme 
as ihe feub-Treasury, they W'ill Jose more. But 
Hill they are strongly entrenched, and w'c must 
carry Ihcir entrenchments, or be doomed to po- 
litical slaverF. How iK;*.

Superior or splendid talcuts, 
or c.xaltcd claims, are not the questions to be 
considered. What is any man, compared to the 
cause? \\ lial have we to do with political re- 
wards, when our country is on the brink of ruin? 

Herein the friends of Mr. Clay have made a 
fatal mistake. In their love for him, they forget 
that a battle is to be fought. Enthusiasm will 
not always overpower superiority of numbers. 
If it could, Mr. Clay would have been President 
long ago. 

It Mr. Clay runs, lie will meet with opposition 
from old party antagonists, whose heads have 
grown grey in political iniquity. 

'I’hc old JACKSON MEN will oppose him. 

The A BOLUriON IS'FS, generally, will op- 
pose him. 

The violent Anti-.Masons will oppose him. 

The Irishmen who have already denounced 
him for his attack on O'Conncl, will oppose hun. 

‘Flic enemies of the United States Bank will 
oppose him. 

The WESTERN SQUATTERS will oppose 
him. 

The Southern States Rights men will oppose 
him. (So say several leading papers in Georgia.) 

Now, in the name of heaven, shall we run 
the risk of this opposition, or even of the show* 
ol it? Can we go headlong into a fight with 
these adverse elements actively at work against 
us? Arc we strong enough to venture so much? 
It seems to me that some men must have taken 
leave of their senses, to advocate any candidate 
against wliom any portion of this opposit'on may 
be brought. Nothing but a strong and decided 
course on the part of our editorial friends, and 
an appeal, without delay, to the good sense of 
the party, u ill save us I'rom utter ruin. 

'Fo whom shall we then look for aid? Where 
is the man siifliciently popular to be our candid- 
ate, and one free from those objections?

Read for your- 
selves from Niles’ Register for 1818, and you will 
judge how much popularity will be left him in 
this struggle. But 1 forbear. 

I hope you will give this letter your serious 
attention, and if you agree with me, you will at 
once throw yourself into the front rank, for the 
purpose of producing “union and harmony’ IN

AIARTIN VAN BUREN AND THE RIGHT 
OF SUFFR.AGE. 

The old arid oft repeated calumnious charge 
that Mr. Van Buren is opposed to universal suf- 
frage, being still reiterated by the Federal press, 

our readers the following letter of Mr. Van 
Buren, in reply to certain queries from a Com- 
inittce of mechanics, of the State of Rhode 
Island. This letter w’as w’rillcn nearly four 
years before his election to the Presidency, by 
an overwhelming vote of the people. A more 
glaring perversion of truth with regard to Mr. 
Van Buren’s course on this subject, never was 
exhibited by human invention. Read the letter, 
then mark the lying subterfuge of the Federal 
party in relation to tiio matter. 

Washi.ngton, July 6 th, 1833. 
Genllcmcn;- -I have the honor to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your letter, requesting infor- 
mation concerning tho manner in which the 
right of suffrage is regulated in the State of 
New York, together with my opinion upon the 
utility and practical operation of the system 
now in force there. 

I can have no objection whatever to furnish 
the information you desire, but I feel some del- 
icacy, under the circumstances of the ease, in 
dxpicssing an opinion on the several points to 
whicli you refer. 'Fhe right of suffrage not only 
controls the election of ihi* State functionaries, 
but that of the elective officers of tho General 
Government is. by tiic Federal Constitution, 
made dependent on it; and, in this respect, it is 
undoubtedly to be considered, not only asa mat- 
ter of primary importance to those who arc im- 
mediately interested in it, but as a subject of 
interest to all parts of the Union. 'Fhe settle- 
ment of all questions connected with this fran- 
chise in any particular State, lias, however, 
usually been regarded as belonging exclusively 
to the people of that State; and, under ordinary 
circumstances, any interference by a citizen of 
another State, would justly be considered as ini- 
firoper. Thus viewing the matter, I certainly 
should not have ventured nn opinion upon any 
point bearing on the question now under dis- 
cussion in Rhode Island, had it not been for the 
request contained in your letter, which the re- 
lations I hold to the People of the United States, 
make it my duty to respect. 

By the first Constitution of New' York, the 
possession of a freehold estate of the value of 
$250 over and above all debts charged thereon, 
was necessary to entitle a person to vote for Go- 
vernor, Lieut. Governor, and Sc:iators. Mem- 
bers of Ass<*mt>l 3 r TTci-c chnf*«n bj- 0.7110 pa} Ing 
taxes and possessing freeholds of the clear value 
of $50, or renting tenements of the annual val- 
ue of five dollars 

The obvious injustice and ascertained inutility 
of this regulation, together with other causes, 
led, in 1821, to the call of a Convention for the 
revision of our State Convention. Of that Con- 
vention I had the honor to be a member; and in 
the discharge of tho duties imposed upon me by 
that situation. I labored, and, in conjunction with 
a majority of the Convention, labored successfully 
to abolish the freehold qualification. The principle 
which I then advocated, and which was established 
by the amended Constitution, extended the right of 
voting for all elective officers of the Stale Govern- 
ment to every citizen who should contribute to the 
support of the Government, either by the payment 
of taxes in money, or by labor on the highways, or 
by service., according to law, in the militia. 'I he 
results of experience and the progress of liberal 
opinions soon led to a further extension; and by 
an amendment to (he Constiiution, finally adopt- 
ed in 18*26, the right of suflVage was given to 
every male citizen of full age, who shall have 
been an inhabitant of the Stale for one year, 
and of the county for six months, preceding the 
election. This provision, how'cvcr, does not ex- 
tend to persons of color, who, by the Constitution 
of 1821, are not allowed to vote unless they have 
been, for threeyears, citizensof the State, and for 
one year before the election seized and possessed of 
a freehold of the clear value of $250, and have 
beenrated andptsida tax thereon. 

'Fhe Government of New' York has, for sev- 
eral years, been administered under the liberal 
system established by the new Constiiution, and 
the still more liberal amendment of 1826 , in a 
manner which appears to liavc been satisfactory 
to the people. It is possible that tlicre may be 
pome w ho regret the extension of the right of 
suffrage, and who would be gratified by tho re- 
vival of the old qualifications; but 1 do not be- 
lieve that such a feeling is entertained by any 
considerable portion of our citizens. 1 am very 
sure that any attempt to icslrict the exercise of 
tho right, nnd more especially to restore the 
freehold qualification, would be put down by an 
overwhelming majority. 

In acting upon fhis subject, my own course 
liai never boon influenced by an appmhonoion 
that it would be dangerous to the rights of pro- 
perty to extend tho right of voting to tho«c who 
were without property. Our experience has, I 
think, fully demonstrated that, in a community 
like that which composes a great majority of 
every State in our confederacy, there is no rea- 
son for alarm in this respect. 

At an earlier period of my public life, I was 
not entirely free from apprehensions of the in- 
fluence of wealth upon so extended a suffrage 
as that which is now possessed in New York. 
Upon this head, however, we arc now able to 
speak from full and satisfactory experience; and 
it has given me the highest gratification to be 
convinced that my fears were without adequate 

foundation. Numerous opportunities to lest the 
firmnessof our citizens, and their ability to re- 
sist th‘- seductions of wealth, have been furnish- 
ed within the last tw’olvc years; and although 
some local and tempornry advantages may have 
been occasionally gained through such means, 
the general incorruptibility of our citizens has 
been triumphantly established. Nor have I any 
doubt that such will long continuo to be the 
historr of our people; for, although a great dis- 
pariiy in their condition may n •turally be ex- 
pected from an increase of population and other 
causes, yet, on the other hand, it may be hoped 
that tho means of education and moral improve- 
ment w ill be proportionably increased, and that, 
under their influence, tho spirit of independence 
and of intelligent patriotism, which now' pre- 
vails among all classes, will be cherished and ex- 
hibited by every succeeding generation.

From the Pennsylvanian, 
FEDERAL TACTICS. 

Within a year or Iw'o, at a time when the fed- 
eral party were particularly dejected at the sut^

They wer^ 
virtually exhorted to play the demagogue — to 
assume to be what they were not — to use un- 
meaning cries in the place of an avowal of doc- 
trine, and, by striving to amuse tho people, to 
draw* them from thc> true position. 

It is somew hat curious to note to what an ex- 
tent this kind of “descending into the forum” 

country — our opponents ”are '“descen^ing,’^ aS 
they call it, everywhere— descending with hard 
cidcr->desccnding with big canoes, and even 
descending with log cabins on their backs, t 6 
“take the people by the hand,” and to cajole 
and deceive them, if possible. The advice of 
the Atlas— the same paper, if we are not mis- 
taken, which once talked so contemptuously of 
tho^Miuge paws” of the farmer as unfit to touch 
the statute book — is followed to the very letter, 
having been made a matter of understanding 
and preconcert among tho members of the whig 
National Convention at llarflsburg, where Ste- 
vens and the anti-masonic influence unhorsed 
Henry Clay. The thought of the Allas was there 
caused to take root and to germinate, and the 
members returned to their various sections of 
country to “descend and take tho people by the 
hand.” 

It may fairly be presumed that this kind of 
“condescension” is pretty well understood all 
over the Union, and that the plan of the aristo- 
cratic federalists of Boston, notwitstanding the 
uproar about “enthusiasm” and all that, meets 
with j ust about the success it deserves. In fact, 
our opponents confess that at the utmost they 
only anticipate a momentary success from it— 
the renowned John C. Clark, in his franked cir- 
culars, avows his belief that this is the last 
chance of the opposition; and the one term prin- 
ciple, which is really repugnant to every doctrine 
of federal whiggery, is assumed because (hey 
know that even if successful, their practice 
would be so at war with their professions as 
speedily to thrust them from power.

The people ask something more than pro- 
fessions and a manner put on for the occasion.— 
They ask for broad avowals of principle— -for 
statements of the mode in which Harrisonism 
would conduct tho government if it was suc- 
cessful, and the only answer is a reference to a 
committee of noted federalists— unchanged fed- 
eralists, who refuse to reply, knowing that their 
prospects, bad as they arc under the suspicions 
created by dogged silence, are much better than 
they would be if they were to mark ont tho 
course thev would pursue if entrusted with the 
helm of state. 

7'hc arrogant assumption of superiority con- 
veyed in such a phrase as that of “descending in- 
to the fi*ruin to take the people by the hand,” ia 
as insulting ami contemptuous towards the yeo- 
manry of the land, ns the effort to put it in prac- 
tice is awkward and ridiculous. Both men and 
parties bungle sadly when they labor to wear a 
character which docs not belong to them, and all 
the operations of federal whiggery for the last 
three months prove that its actions for the year 
1840 w ill not form an exception to the rule.— 
They will, however, have this great and glori-

This power is not necessary to the sue. 
cess of all the objects which the author of 
the charter professes to have in view, and 
should be expunged the first opportunity. 

With the amendments we hav.:: suggested, 
we believe that the charter would be gen- 

f-rallv nrr.entablc. a nd that it woul d be pro 
ductive 01 vast good. IT” tlio liistitute 

should set aside but five thousand dollars 
per annum of its profits, it would amount to 
two hundred thousand dollars in forty years, 
This sum would bo amply sufiicient to re 
alisc the whole idea of Mr. Wicklift’e. — 
With it a Mechanics’ Institute could be cs' 
lablislicd that would be an ornament to our 
city, and of incalculable benefit to the me 
chaiiical and all other classes. 



.MECHANICS’ INSTITUTE AND SAVINGS 

INSTITUTION OF THE CITY OF LEX 

INGTON. 

A charter for an Institution bearing the 
above title, procured at the late session of 
Legislature by our Senator, Robert Wick 
lifie,Es(|. has been placed in our hands foi 
publication by a friend. In laj ing it before 
our readers wo deem it our duty to make some 
comments upon it, and to point oiittho par 
ticulars wherein we think it defective. We 
give the author full credit for good in- 
tentions, and approve, generally, of the plan 

It has boon oomo twenty or thirty yoarE, wo 

believe, since Savings Banks were first in- 
troduced in Europe, and their beneficial 
effects have been so obvious that few towns 
in France, England, Ireland or Scotland, 
arc now unprovided with ono or more of 
them. Providing, as they do, a secure 
place of depnsite for the surplus earnings 
of the laboring classes, and for the safe in- 
vestment of small sums, they have gradual- 
ly acquired the confidence of all, and been 
greatly conducive to the formation of habits 
of industry and economy. 

Mr. Wicklift'e has, in the present charter, 
endeavored to combine with the ordinary 
powers or a Savings Bunk, nn institution of 
learning for the benefit of mechanics, but 
has failed, as we think, to secure the ac- 
complishment of the latter object. Power 
is given to the Institute to hold personal or 
real estate to an amount “not exceeding one 
million of dollar.'^,” but it may commence 
operations when ten thousand dollars have 
been subscribed, or five tliousand dollars 
paid in . It is authorized to deal in the usual 
articles of bank trafli •, but prohibited from 
issuing paper for circulation. Upon leave 
given by two of the Trustees of Transylva 
ma, the Directors of tho Institute can erect 
buildings for an institution of learning upon 
the grounds of the University, and confer 
certain degrees; it can also cstablisli schol- 
arships in the University. 

We npproTo of the gcnerstt-ptan, but ob- 
ject to some of the details. We find nothing 
in the charter to compel the Directors of the 
banking portion of the Institute toeslublish 
a seminary or college. W’c see nothing to 
prevent the olTicers of the Institute from 
converting it solely into a bank, without, 
ever founding an institution of learning for 
the benefit of mechanics or their children; 
nor do we believe that, under the present 
charter, it will ever be any thing else than 
a mere Savings Bank. 

This omission is, we suspect, to be attr 
bated to an oversight on the part of the 
draftsman. It is a defect, however, which 
may be easily remedied by an amendment, 
providing that a certain percentage of the 
profits of the Savings Bank shall be set 
apart for the establishment of a Mechanics’ 
laatitute, and that when this found amounts 
to n certain sum it shall bo invested in the 
purchase of a site, tho erection of proper 
buddings, the employment of professors and 
lecturers, the procuring a library and appa- 
rttus, &c. &c. And hj further providing, 
that when the charter of the bank may ex- 
pire, the rights and privileges of the Insti- 
tute shall not lapse also, but that it shall be 
placed upon the footing of other Colleges, 



THE IIPPECANOE POLE.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 
Friday, Aj)ril 24. — There was some 
debate in the Senate, upon the proposed re 
.ference of a petition, presented by Mr. 
Buchanan, praying for tlie imposition of a 
duty upon imported silk.

Among them was 
one from the Committee on Penn^ions, to 
extend the act of 1828 for tho relief of 
widows. At 1 o’clock tho House resolved 
itself into Committee of the Whole, and 
listened to a speech from Mr. Dillet, an 
liour or two more was occupied in listening 
to the Report of the Select Committee, up 
on the fight befween .Messrs. Bynum and 
Garland. Tlie report was ordered to be 
printed, and to lie upon the table for the 
further consideration of the House, the (^m- 
rnitteo having only reported the facts of the 
case, without recommending any special 
action.

The House, by 
a vote of 143 to 20, refused to reconsider. 
At 1 o’clock the House went into Commit- 
tee of the Whole; Mr. Dillet concluded liis 
speech, and Air. Stanley, of N. C. obtained 
the floor.

tho opposition prevails on an adjournment to- 
day, before tbe bill is disposed of, a debate will 
be called up anew, and weeks may fade away, 
before it is brought to a close. Every depart- 
ment of the government is now standing still, 
for the want of the passage of the Bill, la fact, 
there is not a department of tho American go- 
vernment than can at this moment, for the want 
of the passage of this bill, pay a demand of the 
amount of ten dollars. 

The bill should have been passed at an early 
day of the session; and under no circumstances 
should it be allowed to become a subject to hang 
speeches upon.

GEN. HARRISON’S POVERTY. 
The whigs rely greatly for success in the 
Presidential canvass, on the impression 
they are endeavoring to make upon the 
public mind in relation to the General’s 
poverty.

The aristocracy of 
the country, too, have suddenly become 
very fond of aping the manners and dress 
of the laboring classes. Men who never 
touched a hoe, a plow or a harrow in tlicir 
lives, have put on homespun and hunting 
shirts — men who drink nothing hut the 
most costly foreign wines and liquors, can 
now guzzle hard cider by the gallon. 

All these things are donejor effect, and 
for effect only. So soon as the crowds as- 
sembled at their celebrations have dispersed, 
these gentlemen doff their disguises, purify 
tliemselves from the contamination they 
KMppofsp they have received by mixing 
with the rabble, wash the flavor of the “hard 
cider” from their mouths with Hock, Cham- 
paigne or Madeira, and laugh in their sleeves 
at the simplicity of their gulls. 

What care the whigs for the rights of 
the people— what care they for political 
principles? The whole history of that 
party is but a repetition of assaults upon 
the rights of the great mass, and they are 
now fighting for power and place alone, 
without daring to avow a single political 
principle. The eflbrts they are making 
to render their candidate iwpular are an 
nsult to the common sense of the nation, 
and cannot fail to meet the rebuke they 
justly desetve.

In addition to tho income from his clerk- 
ship, the General owns a splendid estate of 
two or tliree thousand acres, ten or twelve 
miles below Cincinnati, lives in a princely 
mansion, and in the most princely style 
“Hard cider,” indeed ! we question if he 
would condescend even to smell a cider 
press, much less to drink its produce after it 
had turned to vinegar. 

Tliis is not all— the General i.s not only 
wealthy now, hut has always been so. Be- 
sides the wcaliii which he may liave derived 
from his ancestors, he lias been a Jr-ngeron 
uiwn the public treasury, an office holder, 
in some shape or other, almost from infancy, 

,s received enough of the public 
money to coiistiinte at least three mode- 
rate fortunes. In 1790 he entered the 
service of the United States as an Ensign 
in tho first Regiment of Infantry, and from 
that period, down to the commencement of 
General Jackson’s administration, was al- 
most constantly in the pay of the govern- 
ment, either as Ensign, Lieutenant, Captain,

For no other reason than 
to aflbrd the whigs a chance of manufactur- 
ing political capital out of the distrcsse.s 
that are inevitably con-equent upon their 
conduct. They attempted to defeat the 
pension appropriation bill, that they might 
be able to raise a hue and cry, and curse 
the administration for starving the old sol- 
diers. Defeated in that ellb't, they aim to 
slop the wheels of goverinnent, by refusing 
to appropriate money to pay the public of- 
ficers, although ample funds are now in the 
public treasury, which are justly due to 
those who look up to the government for 
their daily bread. 

We lay those facts before our readers, 
and ask them to ponder uponlliMn. The 
time was when the great political parties of 
this country took the field openly in every 
contest — ranged themselves tinder opposite 
leaders and principles — fought tlic fight 
fairly, and surrendered the control of public 
affairs to the victorious . It was an opposi- 
tion grounded upon principle, and for prin- 
ciples they contended. Tlie minority con- 
demned the measures of the majority, and 
endeavored to render tliem odiou.s by prov- 
ing them to be unconstitutional or impolitic

In 
tilt' tin me of com on sense, how long «'o 
they want? The Reporter admits that tho 
civil appropriation bill hasbeen uiider“dis- 
ci'ssion” in tho Committee of the Whole 
for “the last three or four win ks,” but it is 
upwards of six weeks siii c it was firstcalled 
up. Is not this time enough — would there 
be no opportunity for discussion in tlio 
House? Docs not Ihc Reporter recollect 
that the first two montlis of llie session 
were wasted by tlie whigs in an effort to 
foist five men into Congress, whom tho peo- 
ple of New Jerse-y had refused to elect?

Ttlii WAY TIlL'i WHKLS lliSP0.5E OF 
THE PEOPLE’S MONEY. 

We have devoted some attention to the 
report of Iho CotnmiUee on the Sinking 
Fund, made at the last session of the Legis 
lalnre of Kentucky, and find among the nc 
companying documents of that report, a 
letter addressed to tho Commiuec hy J. ftl. 
Bullo k, Esq. in which it apjiears our whig 
Governor has allowed Mr. Bullock $3,00il 
for negociating in New York, in 163S or '9, 
a sale of Slate bonds amoimling to ^1,250,. 
000. Mr. Bullock has also been allowed 
§908 13 for his expenses and Ihe cost of 
printing and forwarding the bonds to Frank- 
fort for the Giivernor’s signature. ' During 
the ticne of this negotiation and sale ot 
Kentucky Bunds, Mr. Bullock was drawing 
Irom the public Treasury of the State, an 
annual salary of SI, 000, ns Secretary of 
Slulo, and Ihe further sum of §750 a year 
as Secretary to Ihe Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund. U hat ought the good poo 
jilo of Kentucky to think of their Whig 
nilers, when told thatonc assistant engineer 
with a salary of 3,000 dollars a year, and 
his ex|xmsos hcsidi.s paid by the Slate, lias 
been allowed also to draw 2,000 during the 
same year for extra services? Of course 
they’ must think it quite of a piec with the 
I ivisli gifts lo .Mr. Bullock, the Secretary of 
State, who, besides Ihe joint salaries of his 
two offices, bas received at the lavish 

hands of his Whig jiitrons 3,000 dollars of 
the people’s m iney for extra services du- 
ring a f'w months of a pleasurable e.xcur- 
sion to New York, just as if hisfi.xed salary 
were not enough to entitle the Slate lo his 
services. But oven this was not lavish 
enough for Whig rulers, and to fill up the 
measure of their gifts, they allowed him 
not only tho further sum of §908 13, as 
before staled, for his expens s, but aclualL 
a clerk at >00 salary to attend his office in 
his ahsenec ! The charge of |J9l)8 13 is a 
very curious, if not mysterious item. We 
find It thus introduced: — “For defraying 
the expense.s of the agent, printing and 
nuinberi.ag the bonds, employing a y ung 
man worthy of such confidence to bear 
them to Kentucky, and back again to New 
York, for the signature of the Governor 
and seal of the Stale — .§908 13,” 

Wc infer from this entry, that our eco- 
nomical Whig Governor sent .Mr. Bullock 
all the way to New York to sell Stale bonds, 
'.vithout giving him Ihe bonds which ho was 
to sell when he got there! — that after he 
had bargained for the sale of some quantity 
ol’ bonds, he had to get them printed in 
,\ew York, and then to “employ a young 
Ilian worthy of such confidence.,” to tra' cl 
all tho way thence lo Frankfort, for the 
Governor’s signature and the seal of the 
State to he affixed to them, and then lake 
his pleasure back to New York; for all 
which bungling, capering and pleasuring. 
Old Kenluck had lo foot the bill! Now, 
one would think some Whig printer and 
editor of Kentucky could have been found 
to whom some share of th.s lavish expendi- 
ture would not h ive come amiss; hut the 
hluiider of si tiding ofl’iho Slate Secretary at 
high pressure steam, with his linger in Ifs 
mouth, vvithoutnny bondsin his pocket would 
not have been complete, had a Whig [iriiiler 
been employed.

SPIRIT OF THE .MEXICAN 
JOURN.-VLS. 

We have received files of paper.* from 
the city of Mexico to tho 29th of March, 
Irom which we make tho following ex- 
tracts: ® 

I he formidable tribes of Indians, the 
Apaches and liie Cainanches, have invaded 
the Me.xican Status of Nuevo Leon ;ind 
Chihuahua, on tho west side of the river 
Bravo del Norte. 'J’hc people of these 
frontier States complain that, while the 
Government sends troops to Yi catan to op 
pose the revolutionists in that Stale, the 
‘rojiticr is left to its own defence. 

The disorganized stale of the Mexican 
Confoderatioii is compared to that of Gnat 
einala, where ea h State opposing the Re 
public, has constituted itself an independent 
State, with a separate Constitution. These 
miniature republics propose to form treaties 
with foreign powers. Of the States of 
Mexico, Texas is represented as an t’m/e 
pendent llepuhlic — Yucatan declares itself 
he an independent /x’o/i/e— Chihuahua, 
Nuevo Leon, Sonora , Sinaloa, the Californias 
and New Mexico, have formed a new Re 
public, called the Republic of North MeX' 
ico. 

'I he Republic of North Mexico was es 
ihlished by a provincial Government on the 
Olho! February. Twenty depiitiesfroin Ihe 
iferent States met in convention at tho 
town ol Guerrero do Tamaulip.as, and a 
dopted resolutions for the Government of 
the New Rcpnhiic. Jesus Carden ts was 
elected provisional President, and Antonio 
tiialcs wasap|ioinfed Comimnder iii-Chiof 
ol’ the ;\ rmy . 

1 he first article of the resoliitioiis adopt- 
ed by the conven'ion, declares that “the 
people of the frontier of North Mc.\ico, owe 
no allegiance to the actual Governinent of 
Mexico.” A Congress of Deputies from 
the Stales will asscmhlo on the 2Sth ol 
.May, lo ndiipl a form of Government, and 
ganize it — Globe. 

“High PsrcEs. — Notwithstanding Texas 
one of the finest countries in the world 
for corn and wheat, its paper money has so 
nhanced prices tint flour has lately been 
sold for .§100 per bbl.; corn for S14 i>cr 
bushel; and pork for j^7o per hundred! — 
The working man under such a currency 
should receive about §’30 for a day’s labor 
— he receives now about three dollars per 
day.” 

'J'hc above extract shows very plainly, 
that high wages are not always a sign of the 
prosperous condition of the working class 
es. Though Ihe wages which a day’s labor 
commands in Texas are nearly three limes 
as much in amount as are received by me- 
chanics in the United Stales, yet the condi- 
tion of laborers there when compared with 
laborers in this country, is most intolerable. 
To purchase a single barrel of flour, a Tex- 
ian mechanic is compelled to labor nearly 
six weeks, while one of our workmen, re- 
ceiving hut one third the amount of wages, 
can purchase a barrel with hut five days la- 
bor. This difference arises from the dispar- 
ity between the wages of labor in the two 
countries, and the prices of other commod- 
ities. It is not the high nominal amount of 
iiioney which is paid for his labor that ben- 
efits the laborer, but the proportion which 
that amount bears to the necessaries of life ; 
and the more valuable, the currency in any 
country, the more favorable arc these pro- 
portions to the encouragement of industry.

essay on THE CURRENCY, BY MR N 
BIDDLE, 

The currency of the United Slates consists 
of coin, and of bank notes proniisins: to pay 
coin. As long us the banks can always pay the 
coinllieypromi.se, they are useful, because, in a 
country where the moneyed capital isdispropor- 
tioned to the means of cinplopng capital, the 
substitution of credit for coin enables the nation 
to make its exchanges with less coin, and of 
course saves the expense of that coin. But this 
advantage has by its side a gr»*at danger. Banks 
are often directed by needy persons who borrow 
too much, or by sanguine persons anxious only 
to increase their profits without much pecuniary 
interest or personal responsibility in the admin- 
istration. The constant tendtney of hanks, 
tlicrcforc, is to lend too much, and to put too 
many notes in circulation. Now, the addition of 
many notes, even while they arc as good as coin, 
may he injurious, because the increase of the 
mixed ma.ss of money generally occasions a rise 
in the price of all c >inmoditics. The conse- 
quence is that the high price of foreign produc- 
tions icinpts foreigners to send us a large amount 
of their commodities, while the higli price of do- 
mestic productions prevent the foreigners from 
taking in exchange a large amount of our com- 
modities. When, thcrclorc, you buy from for- 
cigncrs more than they buy from yon, as they 
cannot take the paper part of your currency 
they must t-akc the coin part. If this is done to 
a considerable extent, the danger is that the 
banks will be obliged lo pay so much of their 
coin for their notes as lo leave them not a suffi- 
cient quantity to answer the demand for it, in 
which ca.se the banks fail und the community is 
djirauded. 'I’o prevent this, a prudent bank, 
the moment it perceives an unusual demand for 
its notes, and has icason to fear a drain on its 
vaults, should iniincdialely diminish the amount 
of its notes, and call in a part of its debts. So, 
on the large sc ilc, when the banks of a country 
perceive such a demand for coin for exportation 
us diminishes too much the stock of coin neers- 
sary for their banking purposes, they should stop 
the exportation. I'hia they can always do, if 
tlicir alFairs have been well managed; and here 
lies the test of bank management. 

“The law of a mixed currency of coin and 
paper is, tint when, from superabundance of 
the mi.xcd mass, too much of the coin part 
leaves the c*)untry, the remainder must be pre- 
served by diminishing the paper part, so as to 
make the mixed part more valuable in propor 
tion. It is this capacity of diminishing tho pa- 
per which protects it. Its value consists in its 
ciasticit}' — its power of alternate expansion and 
contraction to suit the state of the community; 
and, when it loses its flexibility, it no longer 
contains within itself the means of its own de- 
fence, and is full of hazard. In truth the merit 
of a bank is nearly in proportion to the degree of 
this flexibility of its means. If a bank lords its 
money on mortgages, on stocks, for long terms 
and to persons careless of protests, it incurs this 
great risk; (hat on one hand, its notes are pay- 
able on demand, while on the other its debts 
cannot be called in without delay — a delay fatal 
to its credit and character. 3 his is the general 
error of banks, who do m»t always discriminate 
between two tilings, especially distinct, in bank- 
ng, a debt ultimately secure, and a debt cer- 
ainly payable. But a well managed bank has 
its funds mainly in sliort loans to persons in 
business — the rcstilt of business transactions — 
pa 3 'ablc on a day named, which the parties are 
able to pa}*, and will pay at any sacrifice, in or- 
dvT to escape mercantile dishonor. Such a bank 
has its funds, therefore, constantly repaid into it, 
and is able to say w hether it will not lend them 
out again. 

“A bank so managed, if it finds too much dc 
mand for its coin to go abroad, begins by not 
lending more than it receives every day; und 
then goes further, by not lending as mucli as its 
income, declining lo renew the notes of its debt- 
ors and obliging them to pay a part or the whole, 
making it a rule to keep its discounts within its 
income. The operation proceeds thus: by issu- 
ing no new notes, but requiring something from 
your debtors, you oblige them to return lo you 
the bank notes you lend them, or their equiva- 
lents. This makes the bank notes scarcer — this 
makes them more valuable — this makes Ihcgoods 
for which they are generally exchanged less val- 
uable; the debtor, in his anxiety to get your 
notes, being w illin^ to sell his goods at a suciificc. 
'his brings down the prices of goods, and makes 
very thing cheaper. '1 hen the remedy begins; 
the foreigner, finding (hat his goods must be sold 
so low, sends no more; the American importer

It is an assumption cut from the block, hav- 
ing neither truth nor the semblance of truth 
to sustain it, hut in its beginning and end, is 
a purely gratuitous taking for granted posi- 
tions which candid and sane minds indig- 
nantly repel. And that this should be done 
hy a party sustaining a system of banking, 
which is the most fat.al of all curses that 
avarice and injustice inflict u()on productive 
hibor, should indulge in charges like these, 
is a degree of hypocrisy, which must sur- 
prise that party it.self, as profligate as it is 
known to be.

Like the power of steam, it is eminently 
useful in prudent hands, but of tremendous 
hazard when not controlled, and the practical 
wisdom in managing it lies in seeing ihe proper 
moment to expand and contract it; taking care, 
n working with such explosive material, when- 
ever there is doubt, to incline to tho side of 
safety. , . ,

We invite the reader’s attention to the 

acts wo .are about to state, and will leave 
liim to decide on the degree of reprobation 
vv-hich such trifling with the honest feelings 
of a confiding community deserve. 

'I'iie first section of the act of Congress 
lor the organization of the militia of tho 
United States, passed in 1792, and approved 
by General Washington, after providing in 
Ihe words of the bill under consideration, 
for enrolling and notifying every free able 
bodied while male citizen of tho age of 
eighteen years, and under the age of forty- 
five, provides: 

“That every citizen so enrolled and notified 
shall, within six months thereafter, provide 
hiiiisell with a good musket, or firelock, a suf- 
hcieiit bayonet and belt, two spare flints, and a 
knapsack, shot pouch, and powder horn, twenty 
balls, suited to the boro of the rifle, and a 
quarter of a pound of powder; and shall appear 
BO armed, accoutered and provided, when called 
out to exercise, or into service.” 

Tills is now the law of the land, and all 
the difference between it and the plan pro- 
posed by the Secretary of War, is, that the 
existing law is applicable to all over eigh- 
teen years, whereas that submitted by him 
proposes the minimum age to be twenty 
years, because experience has demonsiraled 
the bad effects resulting from apprentices 
and school-boys attending the rausterground. 

As, in despotic countries, the people are 
not |)ermitted to be armed, the seclion of 
the law just cited was framed in the very 
spirit of freedom which animated our forc- 
lathcrs at that day. It not only permitted 
the people of the United States to be armed 
and prepared at all times to defend their 
liberty, but it required by law that they 
should not neglect this sacred obligation; 
and, as a further safeguard and surety that 
the citizens shall be thus provided, “such 
arms, ammunition and accoutrements, are 
exempted by the same law from ell suits, 
distresses, executions, or sales for debt or 
for the payment of taxes.” 

The democracy now believes, as it did in 
1702, that the people of the United States 
ought to be armed. The whigs, whose 
every act evinces distrust of the people, 
seem, on the contrary, inclined to persuade 
their lellow-citizens to disarm and deliver 
themselves, defenceless, into the hands of 
the aristocracy. 

The ex-Treasurer afl’ects also to be a- 
larmed at the inconvenience likely to re- 
sult to the people from being compiellcd to 
march from one part of a military district 
to another, and beyond the limits of the 
State. As this objection to the bill has 
been gravely and soberly urged by others, 
we have referred to the explanations given 
by the Secretary of War himself. He 
slates, in his explanatory letter addicssed 
to tho House of Representatives, that the 
plan will not abstract a single man from any 
one State; and subsequently, in his reply to 
letter from the Committee on Military 
Afliiirs, he says, “that it is proposed lo as- 
semble the militia at or near convenient 
depots of arms to be established within tho 
State to which such militia belongs,” it be- 
ing part of the plan to arm the active class 
at least, at tho expense of Government, and 
to keep their arms in good order, and fit for 
immediate use. Of a piece with these, as 
xvill hereafter he shown to the satisfaction 
of cverj’ rational man, aro most of the 
misrepresentations of this measure, with 
which the country has been litteraly inun- 
dated.
